New Yor«, January 28.—A New Orleans 
special gives the following particulars of 
the burning of the steamer Charmer, be- 
longing to the New Orleans and Red River 
transportation company: “On Sunday 
last, five miles abDve the mouth of the

bales of cotton, sixty barrels.of molasses 
and a lot of sundries, all of which was de- 
stroyed. The fire was first seen bursting 
out beneath the second tier of cotton, and 
in a moment the whole boat was one sheet 
of flame. The pilot stood at his post and 
headed the boat for the shore. Bat for his 
coolness the loss of life would have been 
very great, 104 passengera being on board. 
When the boat reached theshore, planks 
were immediately shoved out, yet, such was 
the heat of the fire and the haste of those 
aboard to save themselves, that many jump- 
ed overboard.
